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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Trill fails to teach two 
curved tracks arranged on above the other since Trill only teaches two tracks as being "lines of motion" not physical tracks. However, 
Applicant merely claims in claim 1 "two curved tracks arranged one above the other" and in new claims 18-19 "two pins are guided in the 
curved tracks". It is apparent that Applicant does not teach that the tracks must consist of physical tracks, only two curved tracks Trill 
teaches two curved tracks, that two pins are guided, Trill teaches pins (38 and 38") follow in the tracks, further Applicant's tracks are 
described in Applicant's specification as a space (8) provided in the air guide housing and does not mention the track being defined by any 
physical walls nor does Applicant claim any physical aspects of the tracks. The rejection of claims 1-2, 4-6, and 9-17 is deemed proper and 
regarding new claims 18-19, further consideration would be required. 
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
